Proposed Prohibition ; Amendment 


Rejected for the Second Time by 
Electors of the State. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 2.—For the second 
time in two years Ohio voters today re- 


jected u statewide prohibition amendment 
to the constitution by a majority that may 
reach 40,000. Last year’s majority against 
prohibition was 84,000. 


Incomplete returns from fifty-five coun- 
ties gave the following result: For pro- 
hibition, 45,200; against, 120,500. Among 
the thirty-three counties yet to be heard 
from are several districts which are ex- 
pected to give majorities of from 500 to 
1,000 for prohibition. Prohibition was de- 
feated in Cincinnati by about 70,000 votes. 

There was considerable uncertainty as 
to the fate of the constitutional stability 
amendment which would prevent for six 
years @ vote on a constitutional proposal 
which has been twice “defeated.

RNEST STOWELL SCOTT has 
made so many friends on this side 
of the Atlantic since he came to 
America two yearg ago to take up 
the position of first secretary to the 

British embassy at Washington that 
there are many who would be pleased to 
learn of his promotion to the higher rank 
of councilor of embassy, did it not ental!

His elder brother, the 
Marquis de Casteja, owns large estates in 
Lancashire in spite of his being a French- 
man, and on the outbreak of the war was 
attached by the French war department 
to the staff of Field Marshal Sir John 
French. 

The principal country seat of the Mar- 
quis de Casteja In England is Scarisbrook 
hall, in Lancashire, and the property came 
into hie family through the marriage of 
his grandfather, the Marquis Leon de 
Casteja, 20 Diss Margaret Hunke.

of his pages of honor. 

It was this page of Louis XVIII. who 
married Miss Eliza Hunlcke and who 
thus became the owner of Scarisbrook 
castle. He was, I may add, the first for- 
eigner who benefited by the British act 
of parliament of May, 1870, enabling for- 
eigners to inhert and to hold landed prop- 
erty in England.

The 
former is a subsidiary company of the 
Phelps-Dodge company, and conducts re- 
tail stores for the employés of the latter 
corporation’s copper mines. An officer 
of the Phelps-Dodge company is Cleve- 
land E. Dodge, a personal friend of Mr. 
Wilson and a contributor to the latter’s 
campaign fund.

“ Chicago, Nov. 2—Dear Sir: On the 
nineteenth day of last month I public- 
ly requested the Hon; Harry Olson, 
chief justice of the Municipal court, 
to take cognizance of the statements 
mace by Mr. Cermak, an officer of that 
court, and to bring to the attention of 
the judges of said court said statements 
for such action as may. be deemed proper, 

“I made this demand for the reason 
that the question as to whether or not 
public officials should enforce the law in 
accordance with their sworn duty is nota 
question of likes or dislikes; it is not a 
question of ‘wet’ or ‘dry’; it is not a 
question of personal views; it is a question 
of law and order. :

“ As reported in the public press, Mr. 
Olson’s answer was to the effect that the 
chief justice or the judges of the court 
had nothing whatever to do with the 


ballit's action or statements; that the 


bailiff has a ‘dry brain’ and performs 
his duties as bailiff of the Municipal court 
conscientiously. 

“It is my sincere belief that the only 
way by which the people can have good 
government, a truly free government, a 
government of personal liberty, a goy- 
ernment of equal rights, is by honest en- 
forcement of the law by public officials.

ROADS FACE U. S. OWNERSHIP 
UNLESS AFFORDED RELIEF. 


President Johnson of Norfolk and 
Western Declares Regulation So 
Far Has Been “One Sided.“ 


L. E. Johnson, president of the Norfolk 
and Western railroad, can see only gov- 
ernment ownership of the railroads ahead 
of the country, unless radical changes 
are made in what he termed the “ one 
sided policy of government regulation as 
carried out so far.“ 

Mr. Johnson, who has heen in railroad 
work for forty years, was the principai 
speaker last night before the Western 
Society of Engineers, in the Monadnock 
block. 

Incidentally, he predicted that under 
the American political system govern- 
ment ownership of the transportation | 
facilities would corrupt the railroads and 
politics also. He said the three main 
purposes of regulation should be—econo- 
my, efficiency, and safety in operation: 
rates reasonable and nondiscriminatory; 
investment in railway securities safe and 
attractive. 

One result of the regulation, as it has 
deen carried out, is that many railways 
have become bankrupt—eighty-two rail- 
roads are in the hands of receivers, al- 
though all the trouble cannot be blamed 
on federal restrictions.“

MAYOR'S LETTER 
BOMBARDS OLSON

Writes City Judges Demanding 
Chief Justice Try No Sun- 
day Lid Violations, 


WANTS ‘BAILIFF KEPT UT. 


Mayor Thompson yesterday fired a shot 
at Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
courts. In letting go a second fusillade 
against Chief Bailiff Cermak in his ca- 
pacity as leader of the wets the mayor 
swung his weapon enough to cover Judge 
Olson and pulled the trigger. 

The weapon was a letter sent to every 
Judge on the city bench It demanded 
that the judges at their next meeting 
consider whether the bailiff can be en- 
trusted to perform his regular duties in 
connection with Sunday closing cases 
and whether they should pass a rule pro- 
hibiting the chief justice from hearing 
cases for violation of the closing law. 

The attack on Mr. Cermax was ascribed 
to his demand that the mayor ignore 
the Sunday statute and its being widened 
to include Judge Olson was explained 
by reference to newspaper interviews in 
which the chief justice indicated his in- 
tention of ignoring the mayor’s demand 


that Mr..Cermak be impeached. 


“Cheap Politics,” Says Olson. 

Judge Olson was shown a copy of the 
letter and before he could check himself 
discussed it in emphatic terms. 

It reminds me,“ he said, of the com- 
munications we used to receive from 
Hadrian H. Baker, the fighting reporter 
of the letters of Junius, who was in- 
dicted for sending communications to the 
judges. 

“In my office there is a file to which 
all fat looking letters are sent: but this 
one escaped, because it bore the mayor’s 
stamp, and I thought it might be im- 
portant. 

But it is cheap politics from a man 
who took several months to decide to 
enforce the law. It is an effort to ques- 
tion my performance of duty witha touch 
of his nonperformance for Several months 
past. The Municipal courts recognized 
long ago that the Sunday closing law 
was a valid law and not a dead letter.“ 

He stopped himself and then refused to 
‘comment on the letter beyond a state- 
ment that it was the first formal com- 
plalnt received on this subject and that it 
will be taken up at the regular meeting 
of the judges on Nov. 26.

‘MRS. SPRINGER 
IN BOND TANGLE 


Old Bank Says It Holds 
Bonds of Normal School 
She Bought. 


Muncie, Ind., Nov. 2.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Margaret Warren Springer of Chicago 
% “In Dutch” with Judge Robert Va- 
natta of the Delaware county Superior 
court, and therefore is in line for some 
more publicity. 

Mrs. Springer recently wae given «a 
title to the Muncie Normal institute, 
which she purchased at receiver's sale, 
but she don't know for the life of her 
whether she is going to get to keep the 
achool or not. 

The old Second National bank of Au- 
rora, III., today med a petition in the 
Supertor court asking that the sale de- 
cree of the schod) be set aside and that 
Mrs. Springe? be required to perfect her 
bid of $143,000 for the school. The peti- 
tion alleges that Michael D. Kelly, presi- 
dent of the school, and who interested 
Mrs. Springer and Charles E. Whelan 
of Madison, Wia, in the institute, used 
fraudulent means in procuring the gale 
decree. Mrs. Springer ts not charged in 
the petition of any fraudulent work, but 
by her close association with President 
Kelly it is inferred that he knew some- 
thing concerning President Kelly's re- 
port to the court. 


Contract with Capitalists. 

At the time Mrs. Springer submitted 
a bid she filed a contract with Smith & 
Bell of Springfield, Ill., capitalists, who 
owned $251,000 worth of the old bond 
issue of $300,000, made by the old school 
corporation. Mrs. Springer paid Smith & 
Bell the sum of $47.000 in cash, gave her 
promissory note for $22,525, payable to 
them, and further gave them a note for 
$34,000, for which they were to receive 
$34,000 worth of bonds to be waved by 
the new school corporation. 

Having gained possession of the $251,000 
worth of old bonds, Mre. Springer paid 
in about $45,000 in cash to Receiver 
Kelly, and the receiver expended this 
sum in ying off all clatms that were 
prior to the , mortgages. 


Made Report to Judge. 

The petition then alleges that Kelly 
made a report to Judge Vanatta in which 
he stated that Mrs. Springer had taken 
care of all the bondholders, and t was 
upon this report that Judge Vanatta 
issued his sale decree and turned the 
property over to Mrs. Springer. 

The Chicago woman then formed a new 
corporation to operate the school, and 
the first act wae to make a bond issue 
of $300,000. 

The petition alleges that Kelly made 
a fraudulent report when he sald that 
Mrs. Springer had taken care of all the 
old bondholders, as it ts contended the 
old Second National bank holds $8,000 
worth of these bonds and that there now 
is no money by which the Aurora bank 
can receive cash for them. In fuct, ft is 
charged that Mrs. Springer failed to take 
into account holders of $49,000 worth of 
the od bonds, and for this reason it is 
asked that the sale decree be set aside.

John J. Mitchell, president of the Imi- 
nois Trust and Savings bank, in speak- 
ing of trade conditions, as intelligence 
conmoerning them came to him, said:

went. I hear of this from a number of 
@ifferent sources. Among western rail- 
roads, the Illinois Central, for instance, is 
having so much traffic offered that all its 
available equipment is being put to use 
The road, I believe, could use more equip- 
ment, and this is a situation that has not 


obtained previously for a long time. 

“The Pullman company is now doing 
an active business, whereas, three months 
ago, a good part of its plant was Idle. We 
took certain contracts for cars at about 
cost, in order to keep working. Now we 
have orders for six months ahead at a 
fair profit on the contracts. The busi- 
ness, I believe, has just begun. 

“One of the largest dry goods con- 
cerns informs me that its business within 
three weeks has taken on a big change. 
I hear similar reports from other lines of 
industry. 


Banking Business Lags Behind. 

“The bafiking business is the only one 
which does not appear to improve. We 
have this morning $32,000,000 in cash, 
whereas ordindrily, we need carry only 
$16,007,000. This is due in large part to 
the extraordinary amount of money which 
hag accumulated in New York. As an 
illustration, we have just been offered by 
one New York bank $10,000,000 at 2 per 
cent. Another concern offered us $2,000,- 
000 at 2 per cent. We have, however, 
$2,000,000 New York money on which we 
were paying 2 per cent and found it ad- 
visable not to accept any more. In fact, 
we would be willing to place funds n New 
York ourselves, at that rate of interest. 

The low rates for money follow this 
accumulation of funds, and more specific- 
ally because New York money brokers 
offer credit in this community at very low 
rates. The money is in New York, and 
in a necessary effort to employ it at some 
profit almost any kind of rate of interest 
is accepted. 


Loan on Grain Negligible. 

“In our own case, we are accustomed 
at this season to lend large amounts on 
grain. But there Is only a small amount 
of grain here, and that avenue of lending 
does not exist. 

“The government withdrew about $30,- 
000,000 from the banks, which were pay- 


ing 2 per cent interest, to deposit it in the 


south and that has resulted in breaking 
rates there to an abnormally low figure, 
anf I may add at the cost of about $600,- 
000 in interest to the government. 

“ Meanwhile, it may be said, in passing, 
that representatives of the administration 
are urging a ship subsidy bill, and also 
urging that we develop trade in South 
America. Oddly enough, this country has 
several hundred million dollars invested 
in Mexico, and the government has not 
done much to protect it. If investments 
in that country, a neighboring one, are 
not well protected, what, for instance, 
would the government do to protect in- 
vestments in Chile?“

President H. R. Kurrie of the Chicago,

“The movement began in 
the middle of August, rather suddenly, 
and I believe shortly after the settle- 
ment of the Arabic case with Germany 
in the way it was settled. 


Marked Improvement Shown. 

“When you consider that we showed a 
slight decrease in August as compared 
With 1914, the wonderful improvement 18 
apparent. Net will continue to make a 
good showing, I believe, because many of 
the economies that were put into effcct 
during the last year are still in operation. 
Many expenditures will have to be re- 
newed to take care of the increased busi- 
ness, however, and will cut deeper into 
the gross earnings. 

“However, I wish to add one word of. 
caution. It will take months of good 
business to put the railroads back in their 
condition before the depression of the last 
year or so. The railroads in the future 
Will be benefited by revised public opin- 
fon, but unless the change is reflected in 
more liberal rates and in repeal of some 
reasonable laws it will not mean what 
t ought to.”

DOES NOT AFFECT LAKES. 


Only Concerns Foreign Commerce of 
Country, Says Treasury Chief Be- 
fore Departing for East. 


Secretary of the Treasury William G. 
McAdoo and Mrs. McAdoo departed for 
Washington yesterday morning following 
the dinner given in honor of the secre- 
tary Monday night by the Iilinols Manu- 
facturers’ association.
